it is necessary, then to secure such amendments to the law as will 
further protect churches and charitable and religious societies, in ac- 
quiring property and holding the same for any and all church pur- 
poses, camp grounds, institutes, and homes for ministers, whether 
traveling or superannuated, hospitals, orphans’ homes, and such other 
eleemosynary institutions as religious societies and churches may find 
necessary and proper,” respectfully submits the following report*. 

After a thorough investigation of the law of the State of Mis- 
sissippi respecting the right o^ churches, religious associations and 
charitable institutions to acquire and hold property, we found the 
law to he very restrictive and manifestly defective. 

Your Committee at once prepared an amendment to that sec- 
tion of the Code of Mississippi in which these matters are set out and 
went in a body before the Judiciary Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, at the recent session of the Legislature, and with theii 
attorneys, Edward Mayes and W. H. Watkins, pointed out the serious 
defects of the present law and urged a favorable report on the amend- 
ment presented. The Judiciary Committee made a favorable report 
of the bill to the House where, under the leadership of Mr. 
Broomfield, a member of that body, it was passed by a large vote. 
But upon its passage some one moved a reconsideration, after which 
for some unaccountable reason it could not be gotten before the 
House any more. 

It is our opinion that this important amendment to the law of 
the State failed to pass because the members of the Legislature did 
not believe there was much demand for such a change. It was fre- 
quently stated on the floor of the House or in the lobbies that the 
Methodist Church seemed to be the only religious body in the State 
that desired this change in the law. 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following by this 
Conference : 

Resolved, First. That this Conference invite every Protestant 
denomination in the State of Mississippi to appoint a committee t 9 
co-operate with a like committee from this body in an effort before the 
next regular session of the Legislature to secure such amendments 
to the law as will protect churches, charitable and religious societies, 
in acquiring and holding property. 

Second. That the Bishop be requested to appoint a committee of 
three to confer with the officers, leaders, or Executive Committee of 
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the Protestant Churches of the State relative to carrying the above 
resolution into effect.

REPORT OF ORPHANS’ HOME TRUSTEES. 

To the Mississippi Annual Conference, M. E. Church South: 

Dear Brethren — Your Board of Trustees of the Mississippi Orphans’ 
Home beg leave to submit this, their annual report. 

The affairs of the Home for the current year have moved along 
with delightful smoothness, so far as this Board is advised. The 
management has been most satisfactory to the Board and we are im- 
pressed with the idea that no mistake was made when Brother Williams 
was elected for the difficult and delicate task of caring for this great 
benevolence. Nor do we believe that he made any mistake in accept- 
ing the great trust. We are well assured that the work suits him, 
and as well, that he suits the work. The task involved in the prudent 
and proper care, as well as the rearing and training of so many young 
lives, involving issues for time and eternity, entitles those to whom it 
is committed to the prayers, sympathy and patience of every lover of 
his race. Brother Williams and his noble, efficient helpmeet, merit 
and should receive the love, sympathy and prayerful concern of every 
Methodist in Mississippi, charged as they are with the care of those 
children of the Church, who have been in God’s providence committed 
to our keeping. 

From statistics furnished by Brother W. M. Williams, the manager, 
we report as follows:.

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The Manager’s historical comment for the year is submitted by 
us in his own language, the eloquence of which consists in the signifi- 
cance of the interesting facts related: “None have died during the 

year. We have had remarkably good health. We have five girls and 
two boys at college. Whitworth College and Port Gibson Female 
College kindly offered to take our girls at fifty dollars per session 
for board, tuition, etc., the girls working in the dining room,etc. Mont- 
rose Training School takes one of our girls free of tuition, and Sister 
Abney gives her board free. The other girls are provided for by 
friends. One boy at Millsaps without charges, one at Oxford Training 
School, has money to pay his own way. We have a good school, with 
three good teachers, the Primary teacher giving music lessons to 
eighteen children. We have Sunday-school, Epworth League and 
preaching every Sunday. Twenty of the children have joined the 
church this year. About half are members of the church. We have 
made many improvements this year: we have had the front yard 
leveled and graded, which adds very much to the appearance of the 
place. We have put down a good plank walk from the Home to Mill- 
saps College, which enables us to get to the car line when it rains, 
and is very helpful when it is dry. We have bought more cows, two 
horses, a new two-horse wagon, farm implements, and other machinery. 
We sold the electrical engine and dynamo for $200.00. Have collected 
$100.00 and $100.00 is still due. Our improvements amount to about 
$1,000.00. We begun this year somewhat in debt. Our expenses, in- 
cluding the improvements, exceeded our monthly income. Our Work 
Day receipts brought us out of debt and gave us a nice balance. I 
hope you will recommend this to be observed next year. I am more 
convinced than ever that the regular monthly contribution system in 
the two Conferences would give us all the funds we need for our 
running expenses. I hope you will urge this in your report. The good 
women all over the state have been very liberal and wise in their 
donations of clothing and sewing. I believe the children are better pro- 
vided for than ever before, and I think they are better satisfied and 
more ambitious. We need a new cow barn, a concrete walk to the 
street and in front of building. We need additional room; we are full 
now. We need dormitory for large girls; we need a school building 
separate from the main building. We have seven matrons and an As- 
sistant Manager.” 

The Board heartily concurs in the views' of the Manager as to the 
great value of the stated monthly contribution system adopted by many 
churches in the two Conferences. On his authority it is stated that 
those churches using the regular monthly plan were those from whom 
the most liberal sums came on the ‘‘Work Day” and ‘‘Thanksgiving” oc- 
casions. 

The terms of office of Bros. R. L. Bennett and H. M. Ellis expire 
with this session of the Mississippi Conference, and we recommend 
the election of their successors. 
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We believe the adoption of the “Work Day” plan used this year 
for the first time is valuable. 

We recommend the adoption of plans for the enlargement of facili- 
ties by the erection of a new school building, as soon as a way can 
be devised for financing the work. 

We request the Bishop presiding at the session of the Mississippi 
Conference to appoint Bro. W. M. Williams as Manager for the Mis- 
sissippi Orphans’ Home for the next Conference year.

Your Board has assisted fifty charges this year. We are grati- 
fied to report that the preachers on all of these have been faithful 
in their work, and we are thankful that we will be able to pay in 
full all of our appropriations. 

Dr. J. R. Nelson has been before our Board representing the Gulf 
Coast Mission Work which is being done by the General Boards of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension and the Woman’s Home Mission Society. 

In connection with this work the following resolution was adoted 
by your Board, in which we respectfully ask the Conference to con- 
cur; 

“Resolved, That we, the members of the Board of Missions, have 
heard with great gratification of the proposition of the Joint Commis- 
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sion representing the General Board of Missions, the Church Extension 
Board and the Woman’s Home Mission Society, to undertake special 
Mission work on the Gulf Coast with Gulfport as the center, in the 
interest of the Seamen and Factory operatives: and we hereby pledge 
our hearty co-operation in this laudable movement, this Board agree- 
ing to bear one-third of the expense incurred in launching and main- 
taining this worthy enterprise.”

A report of the Gulfport Joint Committee of the Boards of 
Missions, Church Extension and Woman’s Home Mission Society 
was read by Rev. Jno. R. Nelson, as follows: 

REPORT OF JOINT COMMISSION. 

Gulfport Joint Commission of the Boards of Missions, Church Exten- 
sion and Woman’s Home Mission Society: 

Dear Brethren and Sisters — Your Committee appointed to confer 
with “Representatives of the Mississippi Coiiference and secure co- 
operation in establishing Mission Work in Mississippi, with the center 
at Gulfport,” beg leave to report as follows: 

Gulfport is located on the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, midway 
between Mobile and New Orleans, and at the terminus of the Gulfport 
and Ship Island Road. It has a population of 10,000 people. The 
citizens for the most part are native Americans and of a good class. 
There are eight churches in <the town, of which Southern Methodism 
has two, both in a prosperous condition. Public buildings and private 
residences, together with the varied commercial and manufacturing 
interests indicate thrift and enterprise. The Mississippi & Gulfport 
Traction Company affords electric car service between Gulfport and 
Biloxi, Beauvoir, Mississippi City, Long Beach, Soria and Bayou 
Bernard. 

Gulfport has had a marvelous development since 1902, when it 
became a deep water port. At that time the dredging of the harbor 
was finished, which is composed of a basin covering 80 acres and con- 
nected with the Gulf by a canal six miles long, 24 feet deep and 310 
feet wide at the bottom. Ocean steamers are admitted, drawing 21 
feet of water. This port is the natural gate-way to the Isthmus of 
Panama, and all countries reached by that canal as well as South 
America. It is claimed that freight reaches its destination 36 hours 
sooner from South and Central America than any other port. The 
chief industry of the place is the exportation of lumber. This busi- 
ness in one year has amounted to $293,125,000. In 1907 two hundred 
and eighty-six vessels were loaded with lumber, resin, turpentine and 
cotton for all parts of theworld, as Africa, Ireland, Isthmian 
Canal and the Islands of the Sea. These vessels brought 5,148 sea- 
men, w^ho remained in Gulfport from one to three weeks, and occasion-

ally one or more months. They were Norwegians, Swedes, Scotch 
and English, with a sprinkling of Americans and Italians. They have 
no other resort save the saloon for social reunion and recreation from 
the hard isolated life of the high seas; no church is making any 
special effort to better their social, moral and religious condition. 
The saloons, by the laws of Mississippi, will be closed the 1st of 
January, 1909, and thus a greater opportunity will be afforded to reach 
these strangers within our gates. There is an imperative call to es- 
tablish a sailors’ rest at Gulfport; such institutions dot the shores of 
all civilized countries, and everywhere are great agencies for doing 
good in ministering to men away from home and home influences. 
From the sailors themselves it was learned that such an institution, un- 
der the auspices of the church, would be appreciated. It is proposed in 
this sailors’ headquarters to furnish material for writing, the latest 
newspapers and magazines, afford innocent games, and two or three 
times a week give concerts and daily hold religious services. Our 
local Methodism is in hearty accord with this movement and will co- 
operate in making it a success. 

Your Committee by personal investigation, found at Biloxi 
and other points on the coast, thousands of people at work in the 
oyster and other factories who are practically destitute of the means 
of grace. Many of them are foreigners, as Bohemians and Poles, im- 
ported from the east to labor in the factories during the oyster sea- 
son. They and our neglected Americans laboring under the same 
hard conditions, should he supplied with our form of Christianity. 

We, your Committee, therefore, recommend, 

1. That the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, establish a Gulf- 
port Mission, with Gulfport as the center, the prime features of which 
will be a “SAILORS’ REST” at Gulfport, and Christian work among the 
foreign and native operatives in the factories at Biloxi and other fac- 
tory communities on the Sea Shore district of the Mississippi Confer- 
ence. 

2. That the expense of establishing and maintaining such a 
Mission he divided equally among the Board of Missions, Woman’s 
Home Mission Society, and the Mississippi Annual Conference, and 
that the half of the one-third apportioned to the Mississippi Confer- 
ence should he raised by the Sea Shore District. 

3. That when property is purchased fof the SAILORS’ REST at 
Gulfport, or elsewhere for mission purposes, the purchase price 
shall he provided for equally by the Board of Missions, the Woman’s 
Home Mission Society, and the local community where the same is 
situated. 

4. That an Advisory Committee for the Gulfport Mission be 
created, consisting of the presiding elder of the Sea Shore District, 
pastors of our Twenty-fifth Avenue Church at Gulfport, and St. 
Paul, Biloxi, and two laymen to be elected by the Sea Shore District 
Conference, together with one officer of the Mississippi Conference 
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Home Mission Society and one representative of the Home Mission 
Society of the Twenty-fifth Avenue Methodist Church at Gulfport, 
and a representative of the Woman’s Home Mission Society of the St. 
Paul Methodist Church at Biloxi. 

5 That a Superintendent and two Deaconnesses be appointed to do 
the work of this Gulfport Mission. ,

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee on Temperance beg to sub- 
mit the following report: 

In viewing the temperance situation our hearts are warmed with 
profound gratitude to Almighty God for the momentum it has ac- 
quired and the extent to which this, one of the greatest movements 
of the age, has spread. 

We note with gratification the several states that have already 
gone solidly for prohibition, among which is numbered our own be- 
loved state. 

We praise God and commend our Legislature for the statutory en- 
actment — at its sitting in February last — that becomes effective Janu- 
ary 1st, 1909, which rids our State of the open saloon and makes so- 
licitation, for the sale of whiskey, by mail or otherwise, a misde- 
meanor. 

As we rejoice in the achievements of the prohibition cause, we 
feel that our report would be incomplete if we should fail to place 
our good women in their just role as one of its chief promoters. 

Whereas, We are frequently confronted with the statement that 
prohibition does not prohibit, and knowing that the fault lies in the lack 
of enforcement rather than in the inefficiency of the law. We, therefore, 
pledge ourselves as ministers and laymen that we will be zealous 
in arousing sentiment and otherwise aiding in the rigid enforcement 
of the prohibitory law and exerting our influence to bring our Legis- 
lature to a point of constitutional amendment in due time. 

With a view to furthering the cause of temperance, we offer the 
following resolution and memorial. 

Resolved, That we as a Conference present to Congress through 
all the Senators and Representatives the following memorial, copies 
of which, the Secretary is instructed to put at once into the hands 
of these gentlemen. 
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MEMORIAL. 

To the Congress of the United States: We, the Mississippi Con- 

ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, representing more 
than fifty thousand citizens of this State, most respectfully .petitfon 
your honorable bodies — the Senate and House of Representatives — to 
so amend or modify the law relative to interstate commerce (or enact 
an entirely new bill), that States whose laws forbid the manufacture 
or sale of intoxicating liquors, may control the shipments of such 
liquors into their territories.

REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We have reason for profound gratitude to God for 
the rich blessings He has bestowed upon all the ■ institutions of the 
Church during the past year. . - 

It is gratifying to note the increased spirit of Christian liberality 
among our people, as is shown in the increased cohtributiohs for Con- 
ference collections, the salaries of the pastors, and the improved con- 
dition of our churches and parsonages. 

The careful attention given the Epworth League and Sunday- 
school indicates that the children and young people are being trained 
in such a way as will yield an abundant harvest for the cause of 
Christ, and our beloved Methodism. 

We rejoice in the missionary movement among our laymen which 
is destined to become world-wide in its operation and unparalleled 
in the glory of its achievements as an aggressive agent in giving the 
Gospel of Christ to the whole world. We commend this move-- 
ment to the earnest consideration of our laymen, and urge them 
to respond to this heroic call of the church — the call of God to men 
to evangelize the world in this generation. 

While many of our members are loyal to the church and ob- 
serve our general rules, yet we have cause to fear that there are 
many among us who are lax in duty and inconsistent in their lives. 
The spirit of worldliness and commercialism is increasing and en- 
dangers the spiritual growth of our people and it is feared the material 
interests of the church, in some instances, is urged to the detriment 
of her moral and spiritual welfare. 

We would urge our preachers to a persistent effort, both by pre- 
cept and the example of an unreserved personal consecration and a 
strict adherence to our doctrines to keep the church, the Bride of 
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the Lamb, pure and unspotted before the world that we may present 
to the world a true type of Christian manhood. 

We note with regret a lack of regard for the sacredness of the 
Sabbath, and would urge our pastors to preach on this most im- 
portant institution and encourage our people to observe the day 
more strictly. 

We are devoutly grateful to our Heavenly Father for the pros- 
perity in the past, as enjoyed in wide-spread revivals, hundreds of 
conversions and an increased number of accessions to our membership. 

Depending upon Him for the future, we press onward with re- 
newed zeal, confident of victory.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee on Sabbath Observance, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

As a body of Christian ministers and laymen, we are profoundly 
concerned for the honor and sanctity of the Christian Sabbath. We 
recognize its Divine origin and authority and the incalculable bless- 
ings that it has brought to the human race. The Sabbath was 
from the beginning a divine response to an inherent need of man’s 
nature and an essential factor in his normal development. Its re- 
straining, quieting, uplifting influence was never so sorely needed 
as in this present rushing, rasping, reckless age. Body, mind, and 
soul cry out for a surcease from toil . and for a season set apart 
for unbending and upbuilding. 

It is with gratitude and favor, therefore, that we look upon every 
evidence of awakening interest along this line and upon every wise 
effort in this behalf. We hail with joy the enactment in some quart- 
ers of our land of more adequate laws for Sabbath Observance, and 
with yet greater pleasure the earnest and successful efforts in other 
sections to rigidly enforce the excellent statutes already enacted. 
Experience indeed has proved the second of these tasks to be decidedly 
the more diflBlcult of the two. That both can be accomplished has, 
however, been repeatedly demonstrated. It only requires an awak- 
ened public conscience and an unmistakable mandate of the people 
to bring it about. In the kindling and fostering of this reform spirit 
the minister of the Gospel finds a task well within his power and 
sphere and worthy of his utmost zeal and devotion. 

We are glad to observe also an increasing appreciation of the 
economic import and value of the Christian Sabbath. This business 
aspect of the subject appeals strongly to this business age. Or- 
ganized labor has taken note of the encroachments upon its time 
and strength in this regard and has joined with the church in ring- 
ing remonstrance.

Much is being done likewise' to' impress' upon the people the 
spiritual significance and worth of the Christian Sabbath. Among 
the agencies laboring to this end' is the' organization known as the 
Sunday League of America. Its object is to educate public senti- 
ment, assisting phstors and good people generally in bringing Sunday 
work down to the minimum of mercy and necessity, checking the 
Sunday amusements, and securing as quiet and thoughtful a^ day 
as possible. A communication from this Society which was re- 
ferred to this Committee has been considered and in harmony with! 
the action of our General Conference, we cordially commend the Sun- 
day League of America to the favor and co-operation of our ministers 
and members everywhere. , , ' 

While devoutly thankful for these and other signs of activity, 
and promise, we are not unmindful of the adverse forces at ^ work' 
nor of the crying needs of the situation. We are appalled as we con- 
template the great and growing army of Sunday toilers in our land,, 
now four million strong. A large part of this labor is in plain ^vio- 
lation of the law, and surely but a small fraction of it is in keeping 
with the modest claims of mercy and necessity. 

We note also with alarm the growing disposition to make of the 
Sabbath not a holy day but a holiday. The question of Sunday, 
amusements is one of increasing importance. With the steady influx 
of foreign , blood and ideas the problem bids fair to become, yet more 
complex and urgent. Sunday baseball, Sunday excursions, Sunday, 
picnics and sporting trips and the like, are already alluring many, 
from the quiet of home and from the sacred precincts of the House, 
of God. \ 

It behooves those who love the Lord and the Lord's day, to cry 
aloud against these abuses and excesses. And in order to • do so 
effectively we must see to it that our skirts are clear. What we are 
and what we do may speak so loud that men cannot hear- what we say*^, 
The preacher who goes for his Sunday mail and reads his Sunday, 
paper, and boards his Sunday train, can with poor . grace and less, 
power exhort his people to observe the Christian Sabbath. . Godly, 
example and earnest, persistent effort on the part of the. ministers 
and members of the Church of Christ are. the factors which render 
the ultimate solution of this great problem easy and certain. '

Rev. M. A. Thurman, who was serving the Ham- 
burg charge, and Rev. James A. Moore, who for many years served 
the church faithfully in the faculty of Millsaps College. Rev. J. H.

Moore will be read by Rev. G. S. Harmon. By special resolution of 
the Conference, Dr. A. F. Watkins will read a memoir of Rev. T. L. 
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Mellen, who died this year at Holdenville, Okla., and who was for 
twenty-one years a faithful and efficient member of this Conference.

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REV. THOMAS L. MELLEN.- 

The. announcement .of the death of the Rev. ;T. L. 
.Mellen at Holdenville^ Okla., Monday, August 24th, came 
as a great shock to his friends in Mississippi, where for 
many years .he had .been prominent in the councils of his 
church, first. as a zealous. and influential laynaan and then 
as one of the foremost of the members of the Mississippi 
.Annual ^Conference. . , . . 

Thomas Lewis Mellen was born , in Natchez, Miss., 
June. 10th, 1849. JHis father William Pepperill 'Mellen, a 
■native * of -Dover, New' Hampshire, settled in Natchez in 
1825, where he became widely known as the editor and 
publisher of “The Natchez,” the name of which he changed 
in 1835 to “The Courier,” said to have been the first daily 
newspaper published in Mississippi. He was elected a 
member of the Mississippi Legislature in 1837. He was in 
1840 admitted to the bar, and for many years continued the 
successful practice of his profession. During the Civil War 
he was postmaster at Natchez. As such he was accounted 
a Confederate official, and during the Federal occupancy 
of the city of Natchez his property was confiscated. 

In 1831 Wm. P. Mellen was married to Sarah Carpen- 
ter Lewis, the daughter of Judge Thomas Lewis, a distin- 
guished citizen of Washington, the early territorial Capital 
of Mississippi. In this home, inheriting the advantages, 
intellectual, moral and social, of such parentage and sur- 
rounded by the best traditions of the old South, Thomas 
Lewis Mellen was born. 

After the death of his father, which occurred in 1864, 
the boy, though only fifteen years of age, became the main 
dependence for support of his mother and the younger 
children; their landed property having been rendered un- 
productive by the industrial upheaval that followed the 
collapse of the Confederate States Government, and the 
ghastly era of “Reconstruction.” 

His only educational advantages were those furnished 
by the “Natchez Institute,” a school in that day unsur- 
passed in the field of primary and secondary education. 
He lacked the training that a college would have given 
him.; but so diligent and painstaking as a student had ho 
become that he possessed what many a college graduate 
lacks, — a cultured mind, a knowledge of books, and the 
habit of study. 

We are unable to say at what age young Mellen united 
with the Methodist Church; but his parents were devoted 




Methodists and earnest Christians and the son seems to 
have been religious from his youth. 

When about twenty years of age he took up the study 
of law, and not long after attaining his majority he was 
admitted to the bar in his native city. The practice of law 
he prosecuted for fifteen years with signal success, taking 
rank as one of the strongest members of the profession in 
Southwest Mississippi. During this time he was elected 
to represent Adams County in the State Legislature, where 
he took part in the temperance legislation, which was at 
that time beginning to shape itself for the banishment of 
the legalized dramshop from the State. At the same time 
he was taking rank among the influential laymen of the 
Conference, and in 1877 was elected a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, which met in the spring of the following 
year. 

During the years of his practice of law he was ever 
under the conviction of a call to preach, but was deterred 
by a combination of influences until the summer of 1882, 
when he determined to follow what he believed to be the 
leadings of the Spirit of God, and was licensed to preach. 
At the Conference held in December, 1882, in the city of 
Vicksburg he was appointed to serve as supply on the 
Kingston circuit, where he remained until June, 1883, when 
he was assigned to city mission work in Natchez. Here he 
laid the foundation of what is now the Pearl Street Church. 

The Mississippi Conference met in 1883 in Natchez, and 
here, among the friends of his childhood and the associates 
of his eminently successful professional life, — many of 
whom believed he was making a foolish sacrifice of his 
talents — he was admitted on trial in the Traveling Con- 
nection, that great brotherhood, whose goodly fellowship 
he coveted, and to whose traditional heroism he added new 
lustre. 

July 16th, 1871, he was married to Miss Eleanor Per- 
ry, a young Kentuckian, who was at that time teaching 
school in Fayette, Miss., and to their home in Natchez, 
with the passing years, came the children, — Carroll, Elean- 
or, Annie, Frederick and Leonora, and when the lawyer, 
now become a preacher, sold his home and went out into 
the service of the church there went with him the gentle, 
gracious wife, the four sweet girls, and the brown-eyed 
boy. 

In 1884 he continued his mission work in Natchez as 
pastor of Wesley Chapel, and at the close of this year 
was appointed to the Raymond circuit, where two years 
were spent. In December, 1886, he was sent to Wesson, 
a work to which he gave four laborious and successful 




years, and to which he was appointed again in 1894, after 
a quadrennium spent as the presiding elder of the Meri- 
dian District. Upon the completion of his second 
pastoral term in Wesson he served Canton station two 
years and then gave four years to the Forest District. This 
appointment was followed by three years spent as the pre- 
siding elder of the Seashore District at the close of which 
he was transferred to the Indian Mission Conference and 
appointed to Cordell, Okla. The next year found him at 
Antlers, and the last year of itinerant service, that which 
rounded out the twenty-sixth year of his work in the min- 
try, was given to Holdenville. Sunday morning, August 
23d, he preached with great liberty; the afternoon was 
spent in visiting the sick of his charge. At the evening 
service he had read his scripture lesson and announced 
the second hymn, and while the hymn was being sung he 
' fell in the pulpit, stricken with apoplexy. After a few 
moments he became unconscious and remained so to the 
last, dying Monday morning at 8:00 o’clock. 

From the pulpit he was called into the presence of his 
Lord! In the very act of lifting up the cross he was called 
to receive the crown! Even as he waved aloft the “two- 
edged blade of heavenly temper keen” the word of com- 
mand was spoken, the glittering point was lowered, and 
upon the warrior’s brow the chaplet of victory was placed ! 
Surely, if our sainted brother could have chosen, he would 
have had it so! 

T. L. Mellen was a remarkable man in every way. 
Physically he was large, being not less than six feet two 
inches in height and weighing at least two hundred and 
forty pounds. His head was large and well shaped; his 
forehead broad and high, his features massive; his eyes 
brown and soft; and his voice full and rich, though some- 
what harsh. His teeth were white and regular; his smile 
was winning; and his laugh hearty and infectious. He was 
very near-sighted, and from his youth wore those great 
thick glasses, suited to eyes thus affected. Possibly it 
was his habit of looking under the glasses, possibly other 
reasons, that caused him to walk with his head thrown 
back; this with the ponderous stride of an athletic and 
heavy man made the impression upon some that he was 
a proud man. As a fact he was a man of very simple tastes 
and great kindness of heart. 

He possessed a mind of extraordinary vigor and had 
amassed a large amount of varied information. It was his 
habit to retire early at night and, after sleeping a few 
hours, to get up and read, and thus thousands of pages 
were mastered during hours when other people were 




asleep. He was a close student of the doctrines and polity 
of Methodism and was recognized by his brethren as an au- 
thority upon both of these subjects. He was a strong 
preacher, clear, scriptural, earnest; but his manner of de- 
livery was not equal to the excellence of the matter of his 
sermons. He was a great lover of the Methodist Hymnal, 
and, though a tuneless man, he took delight in the reading 
and recitation of the great hymns of our Protestant faith, 
loving most of all the sacred lyrics of Charles Wesley. Less 
only than the Bible, the Standard Hymn Book was the 
expression of his faith and the inspiration of his devotion. 
He was not less conspicuous for the accuracy than for the 
extent of his information, for with a very studious mind 
he combined an unusually retentive memory. 

Religiously he was a Methodist in theory and in prac- 
tice. He gave to the standards of Methodist doctrine his 
unqualified intellectual assent, and his heart knew no 
greater loyalty than that which he indulged toward the 
church of his fathers. He interpreted very literally his 
vow “to banish and drive away all strange doctrines con- 
trary to God’s word,” and sometimes in his vigorous ex- 
position of the fundamental doctrines of Methodism or his 
strenuous championing of its polity, he was more emphatic 
than considerate, and when he addressed himself to the 
Calvinistic controversy he was terrific. In experience 
meeting he was always prompt to testify, and some- 
times he was very emotional. To those who knew him 
well it was not unusual to see the great face wreathed 
in smiles or hear the strong voice shouting the praises of 
his Lord. 

He was very affectionate in his feelings toward his 
brethren, and greatly coveted their love; but there was 
something of proud reserve in his manner that tended to 
check the expression at once of his brotherly affection and 
of the longing that he felt for the love of those about him; 
and so intensely was he controlled by his convictions that 
he would not have turned a hair’s breadth from his duty 
as he saw it to win the love of any man. 

His most characteristic trait was his untiring zeal; 
he seemed always under pressure. To one who suggested 
to him that he could not stand the strain under which he 
was working, he replied: “I must hurry; I am trying to 

make up the fifteen years that I have lost.” 

“What he braved he knew— 

Ease, honor, glory, to the winds he threw; 

On the cold earth his Master had His bed. 

Then why should roses lull His servant’s head? 

Should he desire the favor of the world. 

Whose bitterest malice on his Lord was hurled?” 





As a preacher in charge he was diligent in preparation 
-for ;his pulpit work, never daring to appear before the al- 
tar of his Lord with unbeaten oil, and he was untiring in 
•his pastoral attention' to his people. 

‘ ‘ As a presiding elder he was unsurpassed. One of our 
■bishops is said to have called him the greatest presiding 
elder in the church. For this office his gifts seemed pre- 
eminently to have fitted him. Here his unflagging ener; 
■gies were given full play; here his unusual administrative 
ability found successful employment; here his unwearied 
•zeal inspired to increased activity the young men who were 
under his charge and his wise counsels showed them how 
to work; here his wide store of information- made him the 
helper of his preachers and their people; here his knowl- 
edge of law wrought with his - passion for thoroughness 
and new lots were secured' for church or’ parsonage, deeds 
to church property were corrected wherein they were de- 
fective, and obtained and recorded where they had not 
been given. No phase of church work escaped his care- 
ful scrutiny; no remissness of preacher or people but re- 
ceived his candid censure. To do something; to do more; 
to • do his best ; such was his ideal for himself and his 
■preachers. 

That antagonisms should have arisen was inevitable. 
His convictions were very decided and his manner some- 
what dictatorial; his zeal grew impatient sometimes with 
less consuming zeal. We cannot acquit him or all blame; 
but may we not say that generally the friction was greatest 
with those who were doing least, and the pastors who had 
least trouble with him were those who were most zealous- 
ly and intelligently at work? A prominent young pastor- 
said recently: “ I never had any trouble with Brother 

Mellen; he was the most helpful presiding elder I have 
ever seen; he taught me all I know about working for the 
Master.” 

He was a delegate to the sessions of the General Con- 
ference of 1894 and 1902, his being the unusual experience 
of having been elected to represent his Annual Conference 
first as a layman and after as a minister. His 
interest in the cause of missions was especially 
strong; for some years he represented the Mis- 
sissippi Conference on the General Board of Missions, serv- 
ing at the same time as the Conference Missionary Secre- 
tary. He was actively enlisted in the educational move- 
ment in the Mississippi Conference, which resulted in the 
founding of Millsaps College, and was at one time a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of that institution.

JAMES ADOLPHUS MOORE. 



James Adolphus Moore, son of Amzi Moore, was born 
August 29, 1853, near Marion, Alabama. His father be- 
longed to that sturdy class of small farmers from which 
have come some of the best specimens of Southern man- 
hood. 

The home in which he was reared was of the typical 
Methodist sort; one in which the fire was kept burning 
on the family altar and the Bible, read more than rea- 
soned about, was the sufficient rule of faith and practice. 
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j while obedience to law and. respect for authority were 
^ taken as a matter of course. 

I In this wholesome atmosphere the boy grew up “in* 
I creasing in years and stature and in favor with God and 
I man.” Soundly converted in youth, for him “to live thence- 
I forth was Christ.” Soon after his conversion he felt the 
call to the ministry and with it a solemn sense of obligation 
to make ready for this holy office. To this end he pre- 
pared himself, under difficulties, for college. Entering 
the Southern University he soon won and held a high place 
I in the esteem of both faculty and students, graduating 
I with credit in the class of 1880. The year following he 
had charge, as principal, of the Marion High School, and 

I " in 1881 he was admitted on trial into the Alabama Con- 
ference. The next two years were given to the itinerancy, 
after which he was elected Professor of Mathematics in his 
Alma Mater. From this time he devoted himself to teach- 
ing as a life work, though he kept up his Conference rela- 
tions and was ever ready to serve the church in the min- 
istry of the word. In 1888 he was honored with the degree 
of Ph. D. by the Illinois Wesleyan University, and in 1894 
was called to the Chair of Mathematics in Millsaps Col- 
lege, a position which he filled with distinguished ability 
! until his death in 1908. 

j November 26, 1885, Dr. Moore was married to Miss 

I Lily, a daughter of Rev. Dr. Cox, of the Alabama Confer- 
ence. To them were born six children, four sons — Willard, 
Marion, James and Ross, and two daughters — Mary and 
Lily Hunter, who a few weeks after the death of their 
father were doubly orphaned by the death of their mother. 

The life of a teacher seldom presents many points 
of interest to the general public. Often, indeed, his most 
valuable service is of that subtile kind that can not be 
told in words. Some applause he may win in the class- 
j room, some reputation, perhaps, among those engaged in 

I his own line of studies, but the work which tests his real 
worth — the work that abides — can be appreciated only 
as it is seen in the after lives of his pupils: the fruit of 
his labors being gathered after many days. 

I What impression Dr. Moore made upon the student 

body and upon his collegues may be learned from the fol- 
lowing extract from an “Appreciation,” published in the 
j Millsaps College Annual for 1908: 

1 “It would be in doubtful taste to speak in eulogistic 

j terms of one whose dominant characteristics were simplici- 
I ty and exactness. And yet Dr. Moore will always be as- 
I soiated in our minds with those loved and rememberable 
teachers, real or imaginary, that are met with in our 





reading of English and other literatures. He was not Dr. 
Arnold, but Dr. Arnold himself had no greater gift of rec- 
titude, no loftier standard of life personal or professional 
than did he; he was not a counterpart of the master in 
the “Deserted Village,” and yet Goldsmith’s gentle dominie 
inspired no truer devotion, no more loyal admiration than 
did Dr. Moore among those who from time to time came 
under his tuition. In the school room, on the campus, on 
duty, or at leisure he was always the same — kind, earnest, 
dignified, simple, candid, a man who knew what he thought 
and meant what he said. A peculiar value attaches to 
the judgment passed by a student body upon a teacher 
they have known for many years. Peculiarities of dress, 
speech or manner may challenge college caricature, but in 
the long run he who stands the test of college scrutiny 
and receives the stamp of college approval may generally 
he trusted anywhere. Before this court Dr. Moore stands 
unimpeached; the college wit even in his most rollicking 
mood never attributed to him anything that was little 
or low.” 

As a preacher Dr. Moore was systematic, simple and 
scriptural. He had little patience with some phases of 
what sometimes vaunts itself as “Higher Criticism.” To 
him God’s word was the word of God, authoratative, final, 
and the articles of our faith, sacred truths, not mere sub- 
jects for debate. Reserved in public he was genial and 
pleasant at home and in the social circle, yet always well 
up to the Wesleyan standard, being “never unemployed, 
never triflingly employed.” 

During the last year of his life our brother walked 
almost hourly in the shadow of death. In the spring of 
1907 he suffered a slight stroke of paralysis. Again in the 
fall of the year a more severe attack occured, necessitating 
for a time the discontinuance of his work in the school 
room. Thereafter he ventured to teach only at intervals. 
The end came suddenly. Though quite feeble he attended 
a recitation of his class at 3:00 o’clock p. m., and upon 
his return home had hardly entered his room when he 
fell upon a bed in a coma and died the following morning, 
April 2d. 

This brief sketch may fitly conclude with another 
extract from the College Annual: 

“While Millsaps College stands the memory of Dr. 
Moore will be honored and revered. In the hearts of his 
old pupils he will have his own place always, and in col- 
lege tradition he will stand out a figure distinct in every 
lineament himself ‘to the finger-tips’ — not Launcelot nor 
another.” 





REV. M. A. THURMAN. 



Rev. M. A. Thurman was born near Westville, Simp- 
son County, Miss., July 20th, 1868. He was converted at 
an early age and joined the Baptist Church, and was a 
true and faithful member for several years. In 1894, dur- 
ing a revival meeting conducted by Rev. B. H. Rawls, he 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and in a 
few months was licensed to exhort. In 1895 he was licensed 
to preach at Steens Creek by Rev. C. McDonald. In 1896 he 
was admitted on trial into the Mississippi Conference, and 
served the following charges: Homewood, 1896; Hillsboro, 

1897-’98; Pleasant Grove and Whitestown, 1899; Mt. Carmel, 
1900-’01; Vancleave, 1902-’03; Carriere, 1904. In Decem- 
ber, 1904, he transferred to the Texa£: Conference and re- 
mained in that Conference two years. In November, 1906, 
he transferred to the West Texas Conference, and was 
appointed to the Menardville charge. Here at Menard- 
ville his health failed him, and feeling that his work was 
nearly done, and wishing to return to his native home 
and Conference, he transferred back to the Mississippi 
Conference in November, 1907, and was appointed to the 
Hamburg charge, where he was doing a fine work and 
where he was much beloved. Brother Thurman died at 
Hamburg, Miss., April 28, 1908. While his death was sud- 
den and unexpected to many of his friends and brethren, it 
was not to him nor his immediate family; for some time 
before his death he often spoke of dying and always ex- 
pressed himself as being ready and willing to go if it was 
the Master’s will. 

Brother Thurman was married to Miss Mary E. Mulli- 
can in 1886. This union was blessed with four children. 
These children, with their mother, are left to mourn their 
loss. 

Brother Thurman was a good man, a good preacher, a 
diligent and self-sacrificing pastor, a kind husband and 
father, a useful citizen, a true friend. His labors were 
blessed of God in the conversion of many souls. “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant; enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.’’

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Brethren: — Your Board having made careful study of all matters 
referred to them, respectfully submit this, their report. In addition 
to the formal report of the General Board we were favored with the 
presence of Dr. J. D, Hammond, General Secretary of Education, who 
explained fully the plans and workings of that Board. 

The work of educational Extension which has become so important 
a feature of our church is worthy of our heartiest support. Despite 
the financial depression which has fallen so heavily upon our southland 
the increase in valuation of plants and equipments for the year is most 
gratifying. There has also been an increase of nearly 60,000 volumes 
in- the- -various libraries and an addition of $155,247.00 to the endow- 
ments of our institutions. 

In this connection it is becoming that we express our appreciation 
of the presence and utterances of Rev. John W. Gilbert, Secretary 
of Education of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, and agent of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, under the auspicies of our Gen- 
eral Board. 

The proceedings of the Fourteenth Session of the Board of Edu- 
cation held in the month of May in the city of Atlanta, is recom- 
mended as both a source of information and inspiration to our 
pastors. 

Rev. James E. McCullough, Superintendent of the Methodist Train- 
ing School for Christian Workers, represented the work being done by 
that department.

The Sunday-school work of our Conference is in a healthy con- 
dition. During the past year, we, in conjunction with the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference, held in the City of Durant, a Sunday-School Sup- 
erintendents’ Institute. We had with us as speakers, Jno. R. Pepper, 
of Memphis, Tenn., Brother Green, of Opelika, Ala., Brother French, 
Dr. and Mrs. Hamil, of Nashville, Tenn., and local talent. More than 
one hundred leading Sunday-school workers were in attendance. Dr. 
Hamil pronounced it the finest of the kind he had ever attended. 

By request of those in attendance, a similar Institute will be 
held during the present year within the bounds of our Conference A 
Teachers’ Institute was held in Port Gibson in October, which has 
quickened the Sabbath School spirit of the western section of the 
Conference. We have planned six gatherings during the year 1909. 
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The Board is urging a more systematic work in the Sabbath 
School, the organization of Adult Bible Classes, Teachers’ Training 
Courses, and other effective agencies in Sabbath School work. 

We take great pleasure in expressing our appreciation of the Sab- -v 

bath School literature now issuing from our Publishing House, and de- 
precate the fact that any school should get its consent to turn to any 
other source for Sunday-School supplies. As rapidly as the Sunday- 
School editor can lay his hands on available talent, he is filling in the 
niches. 

We have greatly appreciated the presence of Brother French 
with his magnificent exhibit of supplies, and feel sure that we express 
the sentiment of the Conference when we thank him for what he is 
doing. We would urge upon our brethren a consideration of the ad- 
visability of holding all the Sunday-School Missionary money either as 
a surplus or, what is better, give it special direction, and join the liv- 
ing link.

Report No. 2, of the Board of Missions was read and adopted 
as follows: 

REPORT NO. 2 OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We, your Board of Missions, beg leave to submit 
this, our report No. 2. We are profoundly grateful to God for the success 
of our Missionary interests. While the assessments have not been 
paid in full, yet we have, been able to pay those serving Missions the 
full amount appropriated to them. 

We have raised on assessments this year for Foreign Missions 
$12,081.96, and for Domestic Missions $9,944.61. 
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Our collections this year for both Foreign and Domestic Missions 
amount to $22,026.54, besides $685.00 for Specials, which has been 
raised by our Missionary Evangelist. 

We feel that the cause of Missions in our Conference has been 
specially stimulated by the earnest efforts of Brother H. M. Ellis, who 
has been faithful in his work as Evangelist. 

We note in his report to our Board that sixteen young ladies 
have volunteered for Missionary Work. 

The General Board of Missions last year received $545,523.00. 
The amount raised by the women and added to this makes our church 
contribute $766,716.00 — our own Conference having raised $22,711.64. 

In addition to this several of our Sunday-schools and churches, 
as well as individuals, have undertaken the support of Missionaries. 

Your Board is made to rejoice in the fact that there is a quick- 
ened Missionary spirit among our people. 

We have been delighted to have with us Dr. W. W. Pinson, one of 
the Secretaries of the General Board, and Dr. John R. Nelson, the 
Secretary of the Home Department. 

They brought us messages of encouragement concerning the 
great cause which they represent. Dr. Nelson gave us information, and 
we trust Missionary enthusiasm concerning the Home Department of 
Missionary Work, calling special attention to the Foreign element, 
with which our country is rapidly filling. 

We recommend the Missionary Library Study Courses supplied by 
the Young Peoples’ Department. Here we can get valuable books at 
less than their usual cost, and thus receive information which is so 
necessary for the largest service in our Lord’s great cause. 

We call attention of our Pastors to the abundance of Missionary 
Literature in the form of Tracts, etc., which may be had, without cost, 
on application to the Publishing House through our Missionary Sec- 
retaries at Nashville. We also call special attention of our Pastors 
to “Go Forward.” This valuable paper should be in every home in our 
church. It comes with bright sparkling news from the field, thrills 
and inspires a Missionary zeal which cannot be found so quickly in 
any other literature of the church. 

We rejoice with our church in the marvelous progress of the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement. These brethren have thrown out 
the challenge to the church to increase her contributions to Mis- 
sions this year to One Million Dollars. This means an increase of 
$234,000.00 over our contributions of last year. We rejoice that the 
Laymen of our own Cenference have perfected their organization by 
electing such officers as may be necessary for the largest success of 
their work. They have accepted $3,883.00 as their part of the $234,000.00, 
which is to be raised March 31st, 1909. They propose an active 
campaign in behalf of this great Movement of our church. Surely 
God is leading the hosts of Israel as never before. His Spirit is moving 
upon the hearts of the laymen of the church for the greatest work of 
all the years. May God lead this mighty host from conquest to vie- 
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tory, so that there will be the proclamation of the Gospel to the en- 
tire world in this generation. , 

A great advance in the Missionary work has been made by the 
establishment of a Joint Commission, representing the Board of Mis- 
sions, Church Extension and the Woman’s Home Mission Society, 
whose policy is to open Missions along our Gulf Coast, providing 
religious advantages for the seamen, factory operatives, and hundreds 
of foreigners who are pouring into these ports. 

We are glad to learn that our Training School at Nashville has 
become an established institution of our church, from which great 
Missionary zeal is being disseminated throughout the church. 

The Woman’s Foreign and Home Missionary Societies are in a 
healthy condition. We most heartily congratulate these faithful 
women of our church upon the great success they have achieved. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. W. T. Griffin as Con- 
ference Missionary Secretary. 

We respectfully call the attention of the Presiding Elders to two 
requirements of our Discipline: first, that a District Missionary In- 
stitute shall be held in each District in the early part of the year, 
and second, that each Presiding Elder shall preach at least one mis- 
sionary sermon in each charge during the year. 

We earnestly urge our pastors to pay, if possible, the entire 
Domestic Missionary Assessment in the early part of the year. 

The Assessment for Domestic Missions for 1909 has been fixed at 
$11,100.00, and for Foreign Missions at $11,250.00.

That such ratios shall be expressed in decimals of four figures, 
and shall be determined in the following manner, to-wit: An appor- 
tionment shall be made according to the number of members in the 
several districts, and another according to the amounts contributed 
therein during the preceding year for the support of the Presiding 
Elders and Preachers in Charge, not counting missionary collections 
or appropriations. The average of the two fractions thus obtained 
for any district shall constitute the fractional part of each of the 
several assessments upon the Conference apportioned to such district. 

The Board shall take into consideration any changes that may be 
made in the district boundaries, and adjust the ratios according to 
statistical returns from the territory affected by such changes.

Dear Brethren — We, your Committee appointed to consider the 
Publishing Interests of the Church, respectfully submit the following 
report of our investigations: 

First, we note with pleasure the continued prosperity of the 
Publishing House at Nashville, as well as the increased volume of 
business done by the branch house at Dallas. The profits from the 
two houses during the year have amounted to $58,093.87. 

In this connecton we heartily commend Rev. G. W. Bachman, 
Colporter to the people throughout our territory, and bespeak for him 
the liberal patronage of all our members. Just here we call atten- 
tion of our people to “The History of Methodism in Mississippi” by 
Rev. John G. Jones, a sainted member of this Conference. 

The second volume is just from the press and contains informa- 
tion that we all should have. These two volumes should be in the 
library of every Methodist preacher in the state and ought to be 
read by all of our members. 

We are grateful to report to you that the Nashville Christian 
Advocate, Epworth Era, and the Quarterly Review hare been self- 
sustaining during the year. The circulation of the Review has con- 
siderably increased. Basing our opinion upon certain editorial utter- 
ances in the paper, we do not regard the Editor-in-Chief of the 
Advocate as a safe man to be in charge of the General Organ of the 
church. 

We cannot speak in too high praise of The Epworth Era and we en- 
treat our pastors to labor for its increased circulation and request 
them to encourage our young people to read it. The importance and 
excellence of the Review make it indispensible to the pastors. It 
is worthy of a place in every library throughout the land and could 
be profitably read by the entire membership of the church. 

We commend Go Forward as one of the best Missionary period- 
icals published in the world, and recommend that the pastors strive 
to put it into every Methodist home within the bounds of the Confer- 
ence.

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As to our Sunday School Literature we do not believe that it is 
surpassed by that of any church in the world. Two new periodicals.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference: 

Dear Brethren: We, your Board of Church Extension, beg leave 

to report as follows: 

We have had placed in our hands a communication from Dr. W. F. 
McMurry, General Secretary, "which shows that much progress has 
been made in this work during the past year. The total receipts 
from all sources were $12,798.40, in excess of any previous year. The 
Loan Fund capital has been increased by $33,015.44 for the year. 
This amount does not include Loan Fund Day collections. During the 
past year the Conference Boards have paid 371 grants, aggregating 
$52,322.90 and the General Board 187 grants, amounting to $58,923.52 
in donations and $61,531.50 in loans. 

The Washington City enterprise is making progress slowly but 
surely, and we commend the work to the members of our Conference. 

Again we would call the attention of our people to the Savings 
Fund Department of this great work, and would recommend that 
any congregation which has building funds on hand and are not yet 
ready to build, confer with Dr. W. F. McMurry concerning the in- 
vestment of its funds until it is ready to build. 

Inasmuch as all churches of any worth today are being built with 
special reference to the Sunday School Work, we would urge upon our 
pastors and Sunday School Superintendents, the importance of giving 
the children a chance to make their birthday offerings to this 
fund. Dr. McMurry will furnish you with collection jars for same 
without cost. 

We have had before us fifteen applications all in due form and two 
other churches represented by the pastors, whose applications have 
been lost.

in its various departments is in a healthful condition and making 
steady progress toward the end for which it exists. This report 
shows that according to the General Minutes the entire membership 
of the League is 127,924, an increase of 4,233 for the past year.
